Instead of the al- 
arm felt in some quarters that the 
bo^s will not remain on the farms, 
I see a great hope for a new type of 
country life in Wisconsin through 
the return of 25,000 farm boys whose 
social interest has been fully arous- 
ed and who A.-11 be open to the Aso- 
cial appeal. 


"I propose to fit this appeal to the 


wide «oci»l outlook of the boys gain- 
ed in military service aleo »t<> the 
spirit of cooperation learned in_the 
army and to the belief of organized 
effort gained on every hawT. Thi2 
appeal will be to raise Wwconun 
farming to -a. vocation without 
the 


presence of social Inferiority; to 
make.th: country a place of_hope to 
live in .without a draw back to man
